their further reduction by Presi- 
dent Hoover.

This $149,000,000 slash, tho com- 


mltteo Eald, was made possible by 
non-recurring appropriations, such 
as the $100,000,000 in the emergen- 
cy relief and construction act, For 
the regular construction program, 
the committee recommended $50,- 
000,000 instead of the $60,000,000 
asked by tho budget, the money 
to be used "to meet obligations for 
sites and construction."

The impression that Frank 


T. Hines, the administratoi 
of the Veterans Bureau, i? 
planning to recommend the 
immediate payment of the 
present value of the bonus 
certificates seems to be with- 
out adequate foundation. 


Mr. Hines is known to be 


computing the actual value 
of the certificates and the 
amount that would be need- 
ed to pay them now for 
submission to the congres- 
sional committee inquiring 
into the subject. 


According to the original 


plan the bonus was to be 
paid in 1945 to 3,544,251 
veterans. 
This would have 


required 83,514,000,000. A 
sinking fund was being built 


up by annual appropriations 
which would take care of 
this obligation! 
It reached 


SI,214,000,000 when 
the 


veterans were allowed to 
borrow up to 50 per cent of 
the value of their 
claims. 


The veterans borrowed $1,- 
429.000,000, or more than 
?200,000.000 in excess of the 
sinking fund. 


The 
figures which 
Mr. 


Hines has been compiling 
will be given to the commit- 
tee in the course of time. It 
will then know what can 
and what cannot be done 
in the present financial con- 
dition of the government.
